Since the establishment of what is 
known as the “Green Line,” our mer- 
chants and the whole city have suffered 
vastly from the system of discrimination 
in the tariff of rates. While we approve 
the grand scheme of an unbroken freight 
line and low rates on through freight, 
and applaud the genius, enterprise and 
liberality that gave birth to the “ Green 
Line,” we, in common with our merchants, 
must condemn its errors and the manifest 
injustice resulting from its palpable de- 
fects. 

The discriminations are such that opera- 
tors at the extreme ends of the line have 
immense advantages over the merchants 
of intermediate points, and actually fatten 
and growrich at their expense. For in- 
stance: The freignt on Bacon from Louis- 
ville to Charleston is 94cents per hundred, 
while from Louisville to Atlanta it is 96 
cents. A like invidious and ruinous dis- 
crimination obtains on freights to Savan- 
nah, Augusta, Macon, West Point, Mont- 
gomery, and all other points. 

Now, as a matter of course, this arrange- 
ment forees capital to one or the other ex- 
tremities. because if the Atlanta merchant
